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Hello again. Glad to have the chance to visit with you again. 
Maybe you're a rocking-chair gardener, just wishing, or maybe you 
have the time and space to grow a great many things, no matter 
which, we’re glad you're interested. 


Each year we try to buy different varieties that will please. 
Hope you like the ones we picked this time, We’ve tried to describe 
these as they grow here, different climates and soils give different 
results sometimes. For instance, we’ve had customers visit us from 
California, who grow our dahlias to a much greater size than we do. 
Ours are not disbudded or in any way pampered, We know the 
dahlia grower who is an old hand at getting the best out of a dahlia 
can tell that they would be bigger in their garden. Ours are grown 
so the amateur can tell the natural size and stem length, that way 
they aren’t disappointed. 


This has been one of those “unusual” years. Cold spring, a long 
stretch of hot weather with no rain and cold nights. Late in the 
fall the weather calmed down to our normal warm drizzles and fairly 
warm nights. The dahlias took off and grew like mad, they were 
simply beautiful, Along with everyone else we hated to cut them 
down, they were so lovely, so — we got caught out in the big freeze 
like most everyone else. We always start digging the later part of 
October, if the frost hasn’t started us out sooner, SO we were fortun- 
ate and had the newest ones out. They were the biggest, nicest 
clumps we’ve had. Well, to make a long story short — the ones in 
the ground during the freeze came out better than we had any right 
to expect. Those in heavy clay didn’t freeze down as fast and were 
okay. Those in light sand and gravel are now among the missing. 
Consequently, you will miss a lot of old favorites in this catalogue, 
some of those listed will be sold out in a hurry and others we have 
in great abundance. Anything you had your heart set on and we 
haven’t listed just might have a few of, so ask about them. 


Believe me, bet there won’t be a dahlia in the ground in this 
section of country by tenth of November next year. So many of our 
customers, and other growers too, lost at least a portion of their 
stock. If you’re among those who lost, we’re certainly sorry, hope we 
can help you start again. Dahlias will be taking place of a great 
many evergreen shrubs this next summer, they make a quick fill-in 
for lost shrubbery. 


Good luck with your garden for the summer. Hope it’s a won- 
derful growing year. 
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DESCRIPTIONS 


Following the name of each variety here, the classification is 
first given. Next the key letter (AA-A-B) to give the general size of 
bloom. Then the size is indicated next—diameter x depth in inches 
of the bloom. Then the height of the plant in feet. 


CLASSIFICATIONS 


FD—Formal decorative. Fully double flowers, uniform broad petals 
either pointed or rounded at tips. 

ID—Infermal decorative. Fully double flowers with margins of floral 
rays slightly or not at all revolute. Generally long, twisted or 
pointed, irregular in arrangement. 

SC—Semi-cactus. As name suggests, petals revolute for half their 
length. 

St.C—Straight cactus. Petals straight and revolute for half or more 
of their length. 

IC—Incurved cactus. Fully double flowers with margins of petals 
revolute for half or more of their length, and tips curving toward 
center of flower 

Ball—Fully double, ball shaped. Petals either quilled, round or blunt 
at tips. 


Single—One row of petals with a definite disc in center. 
Col—Collarette. Like a single, but has a tiny row of petaloids around 

center, like a collar. 
Key letter following the classification: 

AA—will produce blooms 10” or more. 

A—will produce blooms from 8” to 10”. 

B—will produce blooms 4” to 8”. 

M—miniature. Blooms under 4” various heights to plants. 
Special culture will increase the size of blooms, but these are normal 
size.

In 
the remote case of a variety proving untrue to name, a replacement 
will be made the following spring. Any root considered unsatisfac- 
tory by the customer will be replaced or a refund sent on its return. 
Some varieties are slower to sprout out than others so please give 
them a chance. Do not try to force them to sprout, they will make 
a sprout when they are ready unless the eye has been broken out 
by too much handling. Some varieties make much smaller tubers than 
others, please don’t judge them by size. We prefer the smaller roots 
for planting, but some customers are afraid they aren’t as sturdy. A 
too large root is inclined to make new roots at end of mother root 
instead of at crown. If you have roots that are too large, cut off 
about two-thirds, reserving the end with crown, dip in sulphur and 
plant. Much better crop of new roots will result. 


No further obligations than the amount paid for the root is 
assumed under this guarantee.

CULTURAL DIRECTIONS 


Do Not Plant Dahlias in Cold, Wet Ground 


Many dahlias rot in ground as result of too early planting. If 
your ground is well-drained and the weather has been warm you can 
safely plant in mid-April, but each spring brings its own set of prob- 
lems so be sure the ground is okay. Ground should be well worked 
up about two weeks ahead of planting. Application of 5 pounds of 
bone meal and 1 pound of Muriate or Sulphate of Potash to every 
10 hills will give them a good start. 


Hole should be from 5 inches in heavy soil to 8 inches in light 
sandy soil. Holes should be approximately 3 feet apart for larger 
varieties, closer for smaller varieties, Drive stake before root placed 
in hole to prevent breaking root. Lay root on side with eye on upper 
side and cover with about two inches of soil if your ground is light. 
If ground is heavy fill hole completely to keep water from collecting 
and rotting dahlia. In light soil fill the hole in as dahlia plant grows. 
A light mulch of grass clippings or similar material will help during 
hot weather. 


Do not water too often, but water deeply whenever necessary. 
The water should reach down in the ground about a foot to be of 
much help, 


As the buds begin to form a light dressing of commercial fertil- 
izer, applied about eight inches from plant to avoid burning, will keep 
the flowers coming. Too much nitrogen will produce heavy bush 
growth, weakens the stems somewhat and produces a poor root crop. 


Spray regularly to keep pests, especially aphis, off plants. Your 
local garden store will tell you the brand of spray most used in your 
community. 


After the first killing frost, or sooner if getting late in year, the 
clumps should be dug. If the frost hasn’t bothered dahlias and it is 
time to dig, you may cut tops off and allow a few days for sap to go 
down, then dig. If dirt is washed off gently the eyes will show at 
digging time and it’s very easy to divide at that time. Write the 
name on each tuber to avoid mixups, let dry, dust cut parts with 
sulphur and pack away. We prefer sawdust or shavings to pack in. 
Be sure they are put in a frost-free storage spot, not too warm or they 
will shrivel badly. Try planting two roots of a kind, one on each side 
of stake. If one has an accident you still have a well-filled flowerbed. 


We hope you find much pleasure in your garden. 


CUTFLOWERS 


Try this for longer-lasting bouquets. Boil the tips of stems for 
30 seconds, then place in water of bath temperature. Allow water to 
cool before removing flowers and arranging in usual cool water. 
Wrap paper around blooms while in warm water to protect blooms. 
Use a sharp knife to cut stems to prevent bruising which shuts out 
water. If you re-cut stems, seal the new cut with boiling water again. 
Dahlias ooze a milky substance which prevents water from going up 
stem unless sealed. A little practice will show you that dahlias keep 
as well as any other garden flower in bouquets.
